That isn’t strange when you 
stop to consider the widespread 
moral destruction wrought by 
the conflict. Many European 
countries still are struggling in 
the immoral morass Hitler cre- 
ated. And, quietly but persistent- 
ly, Bolshevism continues the 
anti-religious crusade on the pre- 
mise that religion is the “dope of 
the masses” and renders them 
less pliable under aggressive to- 
talitarian dictatorship,

Catholic, Jew and Protestant, 
Hindu, Moslem, Buddhist and 
Confucianist—al) find they can 
travel along this road together. 

And Paul G. Hoffman, Euro- 
pean recovery program adminis- 
trator for the United States, 
further interpreted the movement 
in a telegram saying in part; 

“You are giving the world the 
ideological counterpart of the 
Marshall Plan.” 

In the language of the layman, 
MRA is “practical religion.” That 
is, it calls on the individual to 
put into practice on week days 
what he hears taught from the 
pulpit on Sundays, and not leave 
his good intentions behind him 
in the church, It is non-sectarian, 

Dr, Buchman has trained some 
1,000 specialists, both men and 
women, in this ideology and they 
devote their whole time to the 
work throughout the world, In 
addition innumerable groups of 
adherents to MRA have been 
formed in 52 countries 

The efficacy of MRA was em- 
phasized in startling manner just 
after the war when allied military 
authorities discovered in Berlin 
a secret German report dealing 
with MRA.

tain because opinion is very 
divided. There are two bills now 
in Congress, one in each house, 
to admit more of the D.P.’s, but 
some members would prefer to 
admit none at all, according to 
the New York Times, and others 
want a strict limitation of the 
number. Apparently, the num- 
ber will have to be kept down to 
50,000 a year—or 75,000 at most— 
for two years, And there is some 
danger even of such a bill not 
being passed, because of the 
crush of legislation toward the 
end of the session, and the desire 
of the members to wind up in 
less than three weeks on account 
of the two national political con- 
ventions. Innumerable  condi- 
tions have been attached to both 
of the bills in order to get them 
past the opponents. Then the 
two houses will compromise on 
a bill. 

None of the nations that have 
accepted any of the D.P.’s, have 
acted primarily from humani- 
tarian motives. In spite of their 
pitiable condition in the camps, 
and the high quality of many of 
them as possible immirants, the 
countries that have taken them 
have all chosen only those whom 
they are sure can make good use 


of. The practices of a very 
careful immigration policy are 
followed, though human sym- 


pathy would suggest that these 
be considerably loosened up.

Palestine Seen 
As Crucial Test 


The decision of the United 
States of America ‘o recognize 
the new state of Israel has al- 
ready become the subject of con- 
troversy. Even within its own 
borders there are those who sug- 
gest that it is either a very great 
blunder or is not un-connected 
with the forthcoming elections, 
What ought to be remembered, 
first and foremost, is that Israel 
is the creation of the United Na- 
tions, which either is or is not 
the world-authority in such mat- 
ters, and that not only the United 
States but Canada took a very 
prominent and effective part in 
the decision that created it, As a 
matter of fact, the issue now 
raised is vital. 

The question before the world 
is not only whether the United 
Nations is to be accorded obedi- 
ence, but whether those who are 
responsible for its edict are pre- 
pared to stand by its authority. 
The great meeting held in Tor- 
onto, the demands even of sec- 
tions of our press not always 
favorable to liberal ideas, and the 
absolute necessity of showing 
once and for all that world-gov- 
ernment and international order 
are not mere dreams or shams, 
require that this matter receive 
immediate attention in a way 
much more practical than the ad- 
dressing of questions ‘o the con- 
tending parties in Palestine, Re- 
joicing on the part of the Jews 
may be premature, and their con- 
fidence in the future may find 
itself on a long, hard, blood-stain- 
ed road, but the matter is no 
longer merely a question of them 
and the Arabs. It. has become a 
crucial test of the United Nations 
and of the individual countries 
responsible for the creation of 
Israel. 


Want Own 


Homeland 


Nobody wf imagine that all 
Jews wait to return to Palestine, 
any more than all Scotsmen who 
annually pipe in and address the 
haggis propose to resume perma- 
nent residence in Drumtochty. 
Apart from the results to the 
world and themselves, there is 
the question of the congestion in 
Drumtochty. Scotsmen pride 
themselves that they have solved 
the problem of a dual allegiance 
in a fashion others might note and 
imitate. The Jew has not quite 
accepted his dispersion {fn the 
same fashion as the Scot, and one 
reason may well be that he has 
had no country of his own on 
which to expend what the happily 
exiled Scot bestows on the ancl- 
ent kingdom overseas. Now that 
he can look to some spot of 
ground as the rightful and ances- 
tral territory of his people, he 
may find it easier to enter into 
the full citizenship of other coun- 
tries, 

That the Jew has a claim to a 
portion, if not the whole, of Pales- 
tine, it is surely difficult to deny 

The Arab world is a very for- 
midable federation, and it is that 


fact which prevents the firm 
handling of the situation, and 
which has prevented it all along 
There is ample room for the 


Arabs in the world: they already 
have kingdoms of their own: there 
is a vast tract named after them: 
in addition to which, they have al- 
ways seemed somewhat detached 
from their soil, and have manifest- 
ed little sentiment about it. 

The Jews have no spot of earth 


to call their own, and they have e 
right to one, If we are to turn 
to Scripture, its authority is defi- 
nitely on the side of the conten- 
tion that Palestine is their Prom- 
ised Land, and that there is @ 
covenant involved. It was from 
that country that they sent forth 
their priceless contribution to 
human life and literature, and i¢ 
is the homeland of Isaiah, Judas 
Maccabaeus, and, above all, of 
Jesus, The Jews did not leave it 
of their own free will, but were 
dragged thence or driven thence 
by ruthless military powers, 


Christian 
Conscience 


The Crusades may afford many 
grounds for criticism, but at least 
they embodied the passionate 
conviction that the Holy Land, 
and especially Jerusalem, held 
something about which the 
Christian conscience ought to be 
aroused, and the Christian cane 
not separate himself from the 
Jew, in whose religion his Master 
lived and died, whose Scriptures 
are his own, and whose synagogue 
was the womb of the Church. 


Shakespeare's Shylock has al- 
ways been misunderstood, and 
has rarely been rightly rendered 
by any actor save Henry Irving. 
He dominates the play in lonely 
grandeur as the exhibition of 
what Christians have made a Jew 
—as human as themselves—bee 
come, Those who portray him as 
merely a covetous, villainous, or 
vengeful person have never re 
alized the obvious fact that he 
is Shakespeare's accusation of 
Gentiles, It is pathetic that that 
mighty work against anti-Semit- 
ism should have been tortured 
into an argument in favor of it, 
Personal relationships underlie 
everything. You cannot do suc- 
cessful business with people 
whom you despise and hold at 
arm's length, 


Behaviour 


Blind Alley 


Our behaviour to the Jew has 
not been a way, but a blind alley, 
leading nowhere. If we were reale 
ly Christians, we should apply the 
Golden Rule, and be astonished 
to find—as those have done who 
have made the experiment—what 
a success its practise has proved, 
even after centuries of the other 
attitude have warped the situa 
tion. 

No man condones Jewish vio- 
lence, any more than he excuses 
Gentile pogroms. We do, how- 
ever, realize that there is still a 
prayer in the heart of the Jew 
that, if he forgets Jerusalem, his 
right hand may lose its cunning 
Whatever the feeling of the Arab 
for Palestine, it is not that or 
anything like that. It is difficult 
to believe that this matter is be- 
ing given honest, unprejudiced, 
and really earnest attention. Al- 
though the fiat of the United Na- 
tions ought to be final, as the 
verdict of the parliament of mane 
kind, there should be, especially 
in Christian hearts, a very clear 
and profound conviction that jus- 
tice must be done to all, the Jew 
ought to have his homeland, and 
that every consideration of his- 
tory, sentiment, and religion con- 
spires to make good his title.

His board had a surplus 
of $168,000. 

A petition for ministers’ retire- 
ment at 65 after 35 years of ser- 
vice was rejected by the pension 
board. 

“In order to grant retirement at 
65, present pension rates for min 
isters would have to be increased 
75 per cent,” he explained. “Rates 
for widows and children would also 
have to go up.”
